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The True Type Holstein-Friesian Cow 


By W. S. MOSCRIP, Chairman of the True Type Committee 


den, “is the udder of the dairy cow. Without her 

milk, children languish, the vigor of the adult de- 
clines, and the vitality of the human race runs low.” 
These observations are borne out by the scientific work 
of Dr. E. V. McCollum and other leading dietetic inves- 
tigators who class milk as the one indispensable item in 
the human diet, if the size, strength and stamina of the 
race is to be maintained. 

The DAIRY COW has thus become recognized uni- 
versally as the foster mother of the world. She is build- 
ing our whole system of agriculture. High freight rates, 
emphasizing the importance of sending to market a con- 
centrated product—violent fluctuations in market values 
operating to the disadvantage of the grain and beef pro- 
ducer—the greater efficiency of the dairy cow in con- 
verting rough feeds and grains into human food—the 
relatively improved financial condition of the dairyman 
with his steady monthly income—these factors, with oth- 
ers, have combined to focus public attention upon the 
the DAIRY COW as the most important economic unit 
in American agriculture. 

The Holstein-Friesian cow is truly a dairy animal. 
There are, however, certain characteristics of every breed 
which distinguish it from any other breed of dairy cattle. 
Therefore it is necessary after one has the qualities of a 
real dairy animal in mind to make a study of each breed. 
No one considering type can select a Holstein cow on the 
same basis as he selects a Jersey cow. There are differ- 
ences which must be borne in mind. Two of the outstand- 
ing features which we would see at a glance are size and 
color. A closer study of each breed, of course, reveals 
other differences.

The Importance of Type 


It is, therefore, necessary that the student makes a 
study of type or bodily conformation. True Type, as 
shown in the illustration, is the foundation that makes 
possible the superior production of the Holstein-Friesian 
cow. Constitution, with size and pleasing symmetry of 
form so essential to high economic yield, and the repro- 
duction of high producers, can be obtained only by in- 
telligent and unceasing effort. 


It has taken a great deal of time and study to finally 
decide on the true type Holstein-Friesian cow and bull. 
A committee of prominent Holstein breeders and judges 
has made a very exhaustive study of every part of the 
cow; have taken careful notes and observations of the 
various parts of the best living cows and have combined 
them into what is now termed True Type. We realize 
of course, that perhaps no animal will ever come up to 
perfection in all of its parts, but the True Type is the 
standard toward which we must work. This committee 


of Holstein judges was assisted by one of the best paint- 
ers of live stock, and one of the best sculptors. The 
painter and the sculptor took the ideas of the committee 
and placed them upon canvass, and into a model. They 
had to change these a great many times, of course, but 
finally the model and painting was created which satis- 
fied the committee. The score card was then devised 
which would be consistent with the parts of the True 
Type Holstein cow and bull. This committee was first 
organized in March, 1922, and the work was practically 
completed in June, 1923. It is on the True Type then 
that our new score card is based. 


Knowledge of True Holstein Type, therefore, is vast- 
ly important, not only to a beginner who must start right, 
but also to the established breeder who would achieve 
substantial and lasting success. 


No one can become a judge over night or even in a 
year. Good sound judgment is associated with years of 
experience with cattle, and even our foremost judges to- 
day are const@htly studying good types. The dairy cow 
is improving in type with years, and thousands of men 
are studying ways and means to make her a greater and 
more efficient producer. 

We must all be beginners sometime and improve our 
knowledge by study, work and experience. We must first 
of all realize the purpose of the dairy cow and have a 
general idea of the type which stands for dairy production. 
The general characteristics which are associated with 
milk production are practically the same for all dairy 
breeds. Therefore, certain characteristics of the Holstein 
cow apply to any dairy cow, but upon a study of the 
breeds we find points of much difference. Therefore, each 
breed has a score of points which apply very specifically 
to that breed. 


The student will also find that there is a definite rela- 
tion between the parts of an animal. For example, you 
will learn that the forehead, broad between the eyes, is 
often associated with good breadth throughout the animal. 
On the other hand, the narrow type of forehead is often 
found on a narrow bodied animal. 

The whole subject of dairy cattle judging, therefore, 
must be approached with this idea in mind. Certainly a 
cold analysis of the points on the score card would not be 
of much benefit unless one had the whole animal in mind 
all of the time. 

Let us take the score card in hand, therefore, and 
study it. First to become better acquainted with the 
parts of an animal. These parts must first be located 
upon pictures of animals and no student should go into 
the ring without first having an idea of what constitutes, 
for example, the thigh or chine. The next step is to 
locate all the points in the score card on the live animal. 
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THE TRUE TYPE HOLSTEIN BULL 


Now we are ready to study the animal from the score 
card basis. 

We first start with the forehead and establish in our 
minds what broad between the eyes means. A student 
naturally asks at first “when is an animal broad and 
when is an animal narrow?” In this bulletin we have 
used the True Type Holstein as an example. One can 
gain some idea from looking at these illustrations, but 
best of all one must establish a standard for breadth on 
an actual living animal. To do this, a good type should 
first be studied and compared (if possible at the same 
time) with faulty type. In a similar way all of the points 
on the score card can be applied to an animal, but as 
was stated before, the facts should be kept in mind that 
each part correlates to a more or less degree with every 
other part of the animal. 

One does not continue to use the score card in judg- 
ing animals in such manner. ‘No judge goes into the 
ring with the score card in hand, but he does have the 
points in mind to a certain extent. There are outstand- 
ing features always to be considered in selecting the 
right type of dairy animal. Assuming that the student 
has studied the score card and can correlate the parts 
and relation of parts, we now come to the point where 
the animals are brought in to be judged one against the 
other. 

It is the ability to place one animal fogically above 
the other that finally determines the efficiency of a judge. 
Assuming that there are four animals in the ring, the 
student should first view them from a distance. That is 
to say about twenty feet away. As he looks at these 
animals he readily sees that one stands out above the 
other in certain respects. There is a great tendency for 
students to rush right into the ring and begin handling 
the animals. 
is that the hand should verify what the eye perceives, 
so it is important first to see. 

A good judge usually knows in his own mind nearly 
how he will place the animals before ever putting his 
hand on them. 

As a last measure in judging, he examines each ani- 
mal carefully for the reason that has been stated, to 
verify what is in his mind. This undoubtedly often 
changes his decision. For example, he may decide that 
one animal should be placed third instead of fourth, but 
unless he discovers such marked defects as a bad quar- 
ter he will seldom take an animal standing at the top and 
place her at the bottom. 

A beginner sometimes feels discouraged and thinks 
that he is not doing well. This should not be, but he 
must learn to have definite reasons in his mind for plac- 
ing one animal over another. He must learn to rely 
upon his own judgment and have a fixed type in his mind, 
and he will gain confidence in the ring. It is a very fool- 
ish idea to be guided by a co-student’s action. Your

reasons may be just as good as his and in the end may 
be justified. 

Everyone will not become a ring judge. Compara- 
tively few men will follow this through life, but as long 
as you are in the dairy business you will always need to 
know what constitutes a good and poor dairy animal. A 
practical dairyman then must always, in a sense, be a 
a judge, if he is to make good progress with his herd. 


We have attempted to show in the score card analy- 
sis, first, the desirable to be looked for. The true type 
illustration in each case indicates what we want to 
find. The faulty illustrations act as a basis for compari- 
son. The beginner must compare these not only in the 
pictures, but in actual life and by constant association 
and experience with dairy cattle he will definitely fix the 
true type in mind. 


We have tried to show in the descriptions the opposite 
of the idea. For example, in describing the forehead, we 
see that the undesirable forehead is the narrow type. 
Just what is narrow and what is wide must always be left 
to the judgment of the person looking over the animals, 


Back of all the study of the animal we have produc- 


tion. Production, as we know, is the final test of an ani- 
mal. As a rule, high production is consistent with good 
type. One animal may be a good producer and still have 


very poor individuality, but a study of the off-spring of 
this animal will usually show that sooner or later pro- 
duction breaks down. 


In conclusion we will say that common sense has got 
to play a very important part in the judging of dairy 
cattle of all ages.

I am reporting the production of the Massachu- 
setts Agricultural College cow, Countess Chloe 280,- 
618, which freshening at eight years of age is cred- 
ited with 29,803.6 lbs. milk containing 1,022.15 Ibs. 
fat in 365 days. That the state agricultural col- 
leges are improving their herds of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle is shown by the records made in re- 
cent years, the Massachusetts cow being the fourth 
college cow to produce .above 1,000 Ibs. fat. The 
smoothness of the test may be seen from the tab- 
ulated monthly productions. and this cow shows 
just about the average per cent fat in her milk 
that is shown by the average Holstein-Friesian 
cow tested in long-time test. With this average 
fat production a milk production of almost 30,000 
Ibs. in 365 days is noteworthy indeed. It is pleas- 
ing to see that so many of the state agricultural 
colleges are teaching by example as well as by pre- 
cept.

taken out is the most valu- 
able hog and poultry feed 
known. This high produc- 
tion of both milk and_ butterfat 
makes her the most profitable farm 
cow. If whole milk is marketed 
instead of cream the profit from Hol- 
steins is even greater in comparison 
with other breeds. 

Another advantage of the Hol- 
stein cow is her carcass value when 
you are through with her as a milk- 
er. The average man in buying 
cows will get a few that are unprofit- 
able. Then too, in any herd cows 
are becoming non-profitable each 
year because of failure to breed, loss 
of udder and various things of that 
kind. Owing to the Holstein’s large 
carcass and beef value, the loss is far 
less in these cases. Conservatively 
estimated, her ca!ves bring as veal 
from seven to ten dollars more than 
the calves of any other dairy cow. 
This is enough to pay interest on the 
cost of its grade mother. 

What is of even greater impor 
tance, either in purebreds or grades, 
her calves are strong at birth. They 
are large and hardy and live, giving 
the dairyman little trouble in rearing. 

One other point is the large num- 
bers of Holsteins a man has to 
choose from, when he has to buy 
cows for his dairy herd. It is, 
therefore, an easier matter to go out 
and select a foundation herd of high

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A Constructive Suggestion 


N THIS issue, we are publishing a letter from Paul B. 

Misner, formerly of the World organization and now 

superintendent of Bell Farm. Mr. Misner suggests as 
an effective addition to the proposed ribbon and medal 
classes in the Advanced Register, the adoption of a plan 
for recognizing by certificate especialiy meritorious ani- 
mals -.winning prizes at recognized fairs and without re- 
gard to production records. He argues that this recogni- 
tion will be inexpensive for the Association, as the scaling 
of cows for the certificate would be done by recognized 
judges in connection with their work at the fairs, and that 
it will afford a means of obtaining recognition for out- 
standing animals owned by small breeders who may not 
be doing test work and who would thus not be eligible for 
ribbon or medal awards. He suggests that the certificate 
awards be made to both males and females, modeled upon 
the Island system of the Jersey society. 

The suggestion has much to commend it, although 
there are several phases in connection with this idea that 
deserve consideration. The point has been raised in con- 
nection with the proposed ribbon and medal classifica- 
tions that this system might operate to the detriment of 
our Holstein shows; that breeders would feel that it was 
not necessary to bring their animals out for show ring 
competition as their type would be adequately reflected in 
the scoring done by official inspectors in the process of 
awarding medals and ribbons. This plan of giving 
prominent recognition to outstanding animals at recog- 
nized shows would help counteract that tendency and 
should be a great stimulus to our shows, particularly in 
getting out our better animals. This is a strong point 
in its favor as there is no method of publicity for the 
breed or for individual owners that can quite take the 
place of creditable show ring display. There is also an 
element of education through the actual comparing of 
animals in the ring that can never be attained through a 
mere study of score card figures. 

Of course, we now give recognition to show ring win- 
ners in permanent form through the publication of com- 
plete lists of awards at the most important fairs and 
which appear each year in the Herd Books of the Asso- 
ciation. Lists of animals that met the certificate require- 
ments for commendation or high commendation would 
mean more, however, as it not infrequently happens, par- 
ticularly at some of the smaller fairs, that very ordinary 
animals, through lack of competition, get inside the 
money. The award of a certificate would, however, in 
every instance, be evidence of superlative quality, as the 
rules would undoubtedly provide that in addition to 
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winning a prize at a recognized show, the animal should 
scale at least as-high as the standard set for the ribbon 
and medal awards, and, perhaps, the standard ought to be 
a little higher than that. The scaling would be done 
necessarily by judges from the official list of the Asso. 
ciation. 

Just how these certificate awards would be incorpo- 
rated in the published records of the Association is not 
suggested by Mr. Misner. The ideal place for them, of 
course, would be to have these “letter” cows listed among 
the daughters of sires in the regular way in the Blue 
Book, regardless of whether or not they had made Aa- 
vanced Registry records of production. If there would be 
serious objection to this, they could, perhaps, appear as 
an appendix in the Blue Book without unduly complicat- 
ing the work of the Advanced Registry office. Certainly 
such a system would be worth more handled in that way 
than if it were simply published as a list in connection 
with the annual reports of the Prize Committee. 

Looking at the other side of the question for a moment, 
it must be conceded that the proposed ribbon and medal 
classifications will offer a decided inducement to owners 
of outstanding individuals to give those animals a chance 
in a test of production. That is desirable from a breed 
standpoint as well as for the interest of the owner. A 
certificate system, such as suggested, based on type alone, 
might have a tendency in the opposite direction. 

Balancing the arguments pro and con, while the plan 
Mr. Misner proposes might operate to cut down the com- 
petition in the ribbon and medal classes, it would afford 
an unquestioned stimulus to show ring work and would 
provide an opportunity for all breeders to secure official 
recognition from the Association for the type of their ani- 
mals whether they were in a position to do Advanced 
Registry testing or not. We believe that the advantages 
outweigh the disadvantages and would like to see the 
plan suggested by Mr. Misner incorporated in the final 
report of the General Welfare Committee for the consi- 
deration of the Richmond convention. 


Real Progress 


HIS subject of type and production is unquestionably 
T one of the biggest problems before our breeders to- 

day. We do not share the view of some breeders 
that the emphasis placed upon type by the work of the 
Type Committee holds a danger that in our search for 
type we will lose sight of production. In the first place, 
the true type of the breed, as expressed in the official 
models and paintings, is essentially a producing type. 
This is strikingly demonstrated by results at our leading 
shows where, during the past few years, an increasingly 
large proportion of the outstanding winners have been 
animals that were equally outstanding for production and 
whose pedigrees showed a strong inheritance of both type 
and production. 

The instances mentioned have demonstrated that the 
goal set is not beyond the reach of the breeder, while the 
difficulty of attaining it, will always insure that the high- 
est reward financially will come to the breeder who is 
able to produce animals that carry the combination of 
type and production in the highest degree. 

Further than that may be mentioned the necessity on 
the part of most breeders to consider the revenue from 
the sale of products of their herds and lastly the tradi- 
tions of the breed itself from the standpoint of production 
which have become so firmly fixed in the minds of our 
breeders that there would seem to be no real danger of 
any wholesale disregard of actual producing ability so far 
as the Holstein cow is concerned. 

The great work of the Type Committee was in setting 
up a model as a standard toward which our breeders could 
work. Previously, hearly every breeder was striving to 
better the type of the animals but there was wide variance 
in the minds of many as to just what constituted the 
correct type in every detail. With a uniform standard of 
type that is very generally accepted by our breeders, the 
next logical step is for our Association to give recognition 
to a degree of success in attaining that standard of per- 
fection in form along with the real function of the cow, 
the production of milk and butterfat. Carefully adminis- 
tered and conscientiously applied, the system of award- 
ing ribbons and medals to cows of our breed on the basis 
of combined type and production should prove to be the 
greatest forward step we have taken since the founding 
of the present Advanced Registry system itself some 
thirty years ago. Real and lasting progress for the breed 
should be the certain result and it is our opinion that this 
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ribbon and medal award system holds wonderful possi- 
bilities for individual successes in the breeding of Hol- 
steins equal to those made by pioneers like Henry 
Stevens, Gerrit Miller, Smiths & Powell, and others. 
This may quite conceivably be the logical’ result of the 
opportunities for constructive work now afforded. 

An outline of the plan to be submitted at the coming 
Richmond convention was given in our issue of January 
19. That breeders in all parts of the country are giving 
the subject their most careful study is indicated by the 
large numbers of letters we have received concerning it. 
It is important that all who will be serving as delegates 
at Richmond should be thoroughly informed on the de- 
tails of the plan; also, that every constructive idea con- 
cerning the subject shall be brought out so that when final 
action is taken at Richmond, we can be assured that no 
detail looking toward the success and ability of this plan 
has been overlooked because when it is finally put into 
operation we believe it will be one of the cornerstones in 
the further advancement of our industry. Readers of the 
World are invited to give free expression to their views 
concerning it.

Spring or Fall Freshening 


UTHORITIES on dairying usually recommend fall 
A freshening for cows in the interest of higher yearly 

productions. In this connection we were interested 
in going through the list of 1000-lb. fat producers and 
noting the months of freshening in each instance. Our 
research was confined to eighty records made by the first 
seventy-five cows on the list, as published in Holstein- 
Friesian Foundations. We found every month of the year 
represented among the freshening dates of these eighty 
records, forty-one of the number coming in the first six 
months of the year, and thirty-nine in the last six. De- 
cember, however, had the greatest single total with 
twelve, followed by January and April with eleven each, 
October and November with nine each. May, July and 
September were the lowest with two each. The cham- 
pion, De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, freshened in June for her 
record breaking performance. 

These figures, while interesting, probably have little 
practical application as these great producers in every 
instance were given far better than ordinary dairy care, 
so that the situation would not be quite comparable to 
records of production in commercial practice. The fact 
that only sixteen or one-fifth, of these records were 
started in the five months from May to September inclu- 
sive is more likely an indication that the breeders try 
to have their best cows freshen at times more favorable 
for making good short-time official records, which in 
practically every case accompany these great yearly per- 
formances. 


The Cover 


OR our cover illustration this week, we show Wal- 
be cowis Ollie Hijlaard, who was selected by the Com- 

mittee as the All-American aged bull for 1923. He 
was grand champion at Wisconsin State Fair for the third 
consecutive year and first in his class at the Waterloo 
Cattle Congress, being beaten for grand championship by 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, the best two-year-old of the 
year. Walcowis Ollie Hijlaard is a worthy son of that 
famous grand champion of 1919, Iowana Sir Ollie, who 
undoubtedly would have been the All-American aged bull 
of that year if those selections had been in operation at 
that time. He was an undefeated grand champion over a 
circuit including Wisconsin, Minnesota, the Dairy Cattle 
Congress, and the National. Walcowis Ollie Hijlaard was 
bred by the Dickinsons at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, and 


was sold by them as a young calf and it was not until 
he was three years old that he was rescued from ob- 
scurity in a small herd and through his reputation as a 
grand champion winner at Wisconsin, taking his place at 
the head of four good herds in Rock County, Wisconsin. 
Here he will have an opportunity in keeping with his 
quality. We assume that he will be one of the leading 
contenders at the National Dairy Show which is to be en- 
tertained this year by Wisconsin. He will have his work 
cut out for him, however, to beat several of the young 
bulls showed in the two and three-year-old classes last 
year and which will probably be in competition at this 
year’s National. Regardless of that outcome, he stands 
on his record as one of the great show bulls of the breed 
today. 


Notice of the Closing of Entries for Volume 
35 of the Advanced Register Year Book 


Notice is hereby given to owners of Holstein-Friesian 
cattle making official tests that the official testing year 
1923-24 closes on Monday, March 3lst, and that entries to 
the 35th volume of the Advanced Register Year Book 
(Blue Book) close on the same day. All certified reports 
of official tests, with tests closing not later than March 
3lst that may be received in the Advanced Registry office 
during the first week of April will be accepted, provided 
the reports reach this office complete in all respects. 
Breeders should remember that many state agricultural 
colleges hold up reports of tests for the conduct of which 
bills remain unpaid, and should act promptly in the 
making of payments in order that the reports of their 
tests may be included in the 35th volume of the Advanced 
Register Year Book. 

Each year breeders forget that no report of official test 
is complete until such time as it has been certified by the 
Superintendent of Official Testing in the State in which 
the test is made, and that when such incomplete reports 
are sent to this office direct they can not be accepted until 
such time as they have been returned to the state agri- 
cultural college for certification; and the sending of such 
incomplete reports actually delays their acceptance in- 
stead of hastening it. In many cases such reports are not 
returned to the Advanced Registry office in time for in- 
clusion among the entries of the year and have to go 
over to the next year; and I would here remind our breed- 
ers that reports can only reach this office through the 
office of the Superintendent of Official Testing in their 
own states. Do not send the reports to this office incom- 
plete thinking that you can thereby get them into the 
35th volume, but send them in good time to your state 
agricultural college, so that you may be sure they will 
reach this office in time for such entry. 

Owners with cows on long-time test that complete 
their tests during the month of March should send final 
monthly milk reports as fast as the cows close their tests, 
seeing to it that the colleges are asked to forward the cer- 
tified reports of monthly official test periods, so that those 
reports may also reach this office before the close of the 
month. No.cow in the ten-months division is supposed to 
have completed her test until such time as she may 
freshen; and it will not be necessary to hasten the reports 
of cows completing the .305-day period where those cows 
do not freshen prior to April Ist. Since at the close of 
the testing year the whole force of clerks handling long- 
time tests is employed in the closing up of the tests that 
are completed during the testing year, the reporting of 
the January credits will have to be postponed until such 
time as these closing cows have been taken care of; and 
the reporting of the January and February credits will be 
taken up as soon after the close of the testing year as 
possible.

Calf Club work in Salem County 
has met with better success than 
the poultry or swine projects in spite 
of the fact that the initial cost is 
usually somewhat greater. Practi- 
cally all the calves are Holsteins, and 
the local Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion is a strong booster of Club work. 
There are six members whose heif- 
ers have freshened, and they are 
making butterfat tests and keeping 
the records required by the Dairy Ex- 
tension Department at New Bruns- 
wick. 

Calf club work has done a good 
deal to improve the general dairy 
situation of the county. Breeders are 
taking pains to have their herds ac- 
credited and tested, and are anxious 
to put out only the best of stock. On 
the other hand, the registered ani- 
mal, through the contrast it makes on 
a grade herd, inspires the father to- 
ward having better stock. In more 
and more cases the scrub bull is .be- 
ing eliminated from service, and im- 
proved breeding and management re- 
sults. 

One of the encouraging aspects of 
Calf Club work is the genuine inter- 
est that the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation, both as a body and the indi- 
vidual members, take in the work. 
They are always willing to make sac- 
rifices of time and money to increase 
the number of Calf club members 
and help along those already engaged 
in the work. As a general thing, 
club members appreciate this atti- 
tude and are carrying out their part. 

It is a source of much encourage- 
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ment to note the increasing number 
of farmers who are running their 
business and especially the dairy 
business on a basis of arithmetic. 
Club members are taught to do the 
same thing. Cooperation is becoming 
closer, and the junior and_ senior 
breeding work is raised to a high 
plane of efficiency thereby.

Charles Stoller Gives a Few Pointers 
on Selecting a Calf 


Dear Calf Club Members: 

I am now going to write to you 
about my club work. When I first 
joined we had a meeting at the 
school house and our County Agent 
told us what to do, and when I got 
home I talked it over with my father 
about buying a calf, and he said that 
he would give me the best calf he 
had. I was supposed to weigh my 
calf every month, which I did. We 
were going to the State Fair at Mil- 
waukee, to demonstrate to the people 
how to select, feed and fit a calf for 
the show in which I had to talk on 
how to select a dairy calf, and I will 
tell you how to pick out a good calf. 

First, I look for a good size calf 
with wide open nostrils and a broad 
muzzle, a large round heart girth 
which is right back of the shoulders, 
and it should be large so it will have 
ample room to work. Then I look 
for a large barrel or stomach, next, 
I come to the skin in which I look 
for a nice loose hide and soft skin. 
The tail wants to be large at the base, 
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tapering smaller to the switch. The 
head wants to be clean cut which wil] 
show the veins plainly, the eyes want 
to be prominent. Next I come to 
production I look for large miik 
veins that are crooked and not 
straight and the legs not too close 
together, so to give the bag more 
room to develop. Well, that is a few 
points on selecting a calf. 

I enjoy the club work and am go. 
ing to keep it up. 

Now, I will tell you about my calf. 
I bought my calf the first of May in 
1922, and paid one hundred dollars 
for her, and she is worth it, too. She 
was awful small when she was born 
but after a while she began to grow 
like everything. 

When I weighed her the first 
month she weighed 387 and _ she 
gained that month seventy-nine lbs. 

The feed I fed her during the 
months is as follows:

That is for the first month. When 
I weighed her in June she weighed 
465 lbs., July, 526 and August 588 
Ibs. I did not weigh her in the other 
months. When I got her ready for 
the fair I had to wait a whole day 
after the rest had taken their calves. 
At the fair I got first prize so when 
they had the stock parade I was at 
the head of it. 

Well, I think I have written enough 
now, so I will close for this time.

winning prizes by recognized judges 
of the Association exhibited at ex- 
positions receiving a major part of 
their support through the _ prize 
money distributed annually by the 
Association. 

It is obvious the proposed ribbon 
and medal system will involve not 
only a great deal of time on the part 
of a representative, but it will also 
incur upon the Association and the 
man who is to benefit by it, consider- 
able expense in the way of car fare 
and accommodations for the official 
That is alright so far as it 


scorer. 
goes, but I believe a considerable 
amount of that expense and time 


could be conserved and the influence 
of the Association given greater 
support if the society would establish 
some system whereby its authorized 
and approved judges could, at their 
discretion, confer upon any individ- 
ual that came before them at these 
recognized shows receiving official 
support, some official and permanent 
recognition in the way of a certificate 
given by the Association. It does not 
need to follow that every animal a 
judge sees is worthy of such honor, 
but it is a foregone conclusion that 
during the course of a season some 
of these judges in some rather un- 
pretentious expositions discover ani- 
mals that are little less than sensa- 
tional. The animal receives its 
award and thereafter is unknown and 
unheralded. 

It is my contention that the Asso- 
ciation to protect and conserve for 
future generations, the quality found 
in these animals, should’ establish 
some system of lettérs to designate 
comparative quality. Should they so 
desire, they might readily turn to the 
Island system of the Jersey Society 
for their frame work. I believe a 
judge under such circumstances 
could and ought to be empowered to 
classify that animal as either highly 
commended or commended as his 
judgment dictates. That system of 
designation could follow the animal 
in the Association records forever. 
The parent Association would, upon 
notice from the Judge, issue the ani 
mal a certificate the same as it now 

. does an A. R. O. certificate, and the 
merit indicated by the lettering 
would readily convey the judge’s es- 
timation of the animal to which the 
diploma was awarded. 

The system would be identical in 
its application to males as well as 
females and it is my belief’ that 
future generations would come to 
have a very high regard for the value 
of these letters in a pedigree. My 
point is best illustrated by our own 
present circumstances. We have no 
knowledge of the quality of the an- 
cestors of the animals we have back 
of the fourth or fifth generation, un- 
less we by chance meet some old 
breeder familiar with those individ- 
uals. If, however, that fortunate con- 
nection is not made, we are at a loss 
and fumble around in the dark. 

To me it is important that steps be 
taken to correct that condition and to 
preserve what we have already ac- 
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complished in the way of improved 
type in our breeding. Under the 
system I have suggested, a beginner 
would readily and quickly understand 
the value of the letter system of 
merit and to unsuspecting buyers it 
would afford a means of protection 
and a help for him to determine to 
his own satisfaction the type and 
conformation of the animals repre- 
sented in the pedigree of any individ- 
ual in which he might be interested. 

This is not written in any way to 
criticize the ribbon and medal 
system, for I think that is a splendid 
idea, but I do believe the Association 
without any great additional expense 
could go one step farther and offer 
this opportunity for a small breeder, 
many of whom cannot qualify with 


their animals for the ribbon and 
medal system because they do not 
officially test; to serve as some 


award for what efforts they have 
done to assist the Association in its 
breed improvement work. The only 
expense involved in such a system 
aside from that already encumbent 
upon the Association, would be the 
issuance of the certificate from the 
society and if the value to posterity 
to know something of the type and 
conformation of our present day ani- 
mals is not worth that slight addi- 
tional expense, then all monies and 
all efforts of the past in the way of 
type-models, medals and ribbons de- 
scend to the same plane of worthless- 
ness. I believe this letter system is 
worthy of more consideration than it 
has yet had by the welfare commit- 
tee or any other committee affiliated 
with the society.

AGAINST A SPECIAL THREE-TIME 


CLASS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
I have read your article in the 


World of March 1 on the Proposed A. 
R. Changes, where you would like to 
hear the opinion of the breeders. Let 
me say, I do not deem it wise to 
eliminate the 30-day record, as it has 
been established so long, but 60 and 
90-day records should as they have 
little value. If they run the cows this 
length of time they might just as well 
run them for the year. 

I note there is a proposed plan to 
establish three classes in long-time 
records; Class A for four-time milk- 
ings, Class B, the so-called Sub-Divi- 


sion 8B, on four milkings for two 
months, and three milkings to the 
end of the year, and Class C for 


strictly two time milking. 

I do not deem it wise to establish 
these three classes. It will create 
confusion and see no need for it. If 
a breeder can milk his cows’ four 
times a day for two months and three 
times the balance of the year, he 
might just as well enter Class A. It 
would not apply to the average breed- 
er’s ability to make these records, 
and Class C with strictly two milk- 
ings would have very little value. 

It is the records that a cow can 
make compared with other breeders‘ 
cows that we want to know. While 
the Class A yearly records are so 
large, these in Class C would make 
very little showing. 

In my opinion it should be confined 
to the two classes now established, 
but would recommend to extend the 
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four and three time milking to strict. 
ly three times to sixty or even ninety 
days. As you say, “under sound dairy 
practice” it is to the benefit of every 
dairyman to milk his cows three 
times a day during the flush of pro. 
duction.” 

I have never made official records 
myself. I cannot do it. But I have 
milked my cows more less three 
times a day for two to four months 
and have found that they hold up 
their milk flow better than on strictiy 
two milkings. Especially a heavy 
milker will drop sooner than a poorer 
milker, as she cannot hold the large 
amount of milk for a long time. And 
when first lost, it never comes back, 
whereas when milked three times gq 
day through the flush season, will give 
a good mess in eight or nine months 
of the year. 

Being in poor health for the last 
four years, I had to quit milking 
three times a day as the boys did not 
want to do it. Two years ago, I had 
a three-year-old heifer with first calf, 
As a two-year-old she aborted and 
not noticing it, “she had lost one 
quarter. Now this heifer gave up to 
61 lbs. a day on two milkings a week 
after calving. But as she was milked 
but twice a day, she soon dropped. 
After four weeks she was down to 40 
Ibs. a day. If she had been milked 
three times, she would easily went up 
to 70 lbs. and could be held there for 
some time. 

Now what a difference would this 
amount to for the year? So I say, let 
it be confined to the two classes and 
extend the time for three milkings 
from 45 days to 60 or 90 days in Class 
B. It is to the benefit of the breeder 
if he wants to make a record at all.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
Have just been reading some of the 
comments on the new requirements 
for A. R. O. work and could not re- 
sist saying a word for Sub-Division 
B, although it is fast doing what I 
always thought it would—coming to 
the front as the only practical test 
of any value to a dairyman and the 
only true test on which to base the 
value of the cow as a dairy animal. 
It has an uphill road and a hard one 
to travel but it is here now, and here 
to stay, and mcre and more breeders, 
small breeders and large ones, 


i.e. 
too, are fast recognizing its value 
and getting started in it. I have had 


my whole herd on test in Sub-Division 
B and made several world’s records 
and hold today the three-year-old rec- 
ord for milk and butter with Walker 
Pontiac Royal Miss. I would have 
been on test again but was burned 
out last July and only moved into 
my new barn the last of December. 
As I had no hay and it has been very 
high and milk cheap, I have carried 
my herd through on no hay and only 
silage and grain. However, they are 
doing fine and in that connection 
want to say a word in regard to milk- 
ing three times a day for forty-five 
days. On no hay and just silage and 
grain I have a junior two-year-old that 
freshened February 25, that yester-

Tuberculosis Appropriation Bills Require Your 
Support 


Bill No. 854 calling for a deficiency appropria- 
tion for the current year of $1,200,000 for tubercu- 
losis eradication, and bill No. 856 calling for a $4.,- 
000,000 appropriation for next year, have both passed 
the Assembly. ,These bills were both introduced by 
Assemblyman Porter. 

Similar bills are sponsored in the senate by Sen- 
ator Ferris and are meeting with some opposition, 
a movement being on foot to cut down the appro- 
priations to a point where they will be inadequate 
for the work that is planned. If the present pro- 
gram can be carried on for the next ten years, it 
is believed that Bovine Tuberculosis will be com- 
pletely eradicated in New York State. 

There will be a hearing on this important sub- 
ject in the Finance Committee room of the Senate 
at Albany, Wednesday, March 26. Every Holstein 
breeder that can possibly attend the hearing should 
do so. Every Holstein breeder should also wire or 
write his State Senator urging his support of Senate 
Bill No. 535, calling for a $4,000,000 appropriation for 
next year and Senate Bill No. 536, calling for a de- 
ficiency appropriation of $1,200,000 for the current 
year. 

The New York Holstein-Friesian Association is 
cooperating with the other dairy and agricultural in- 
terests of the state to secure the passage of these 
bills in the senate. To this support must be added - 
the earnest effort of a goodly percentage of the dairy- 
men in the state if these bills are to pass over the 
active opposition which they are encountering. Do 
your part by wiring your State Senator. Then sit 
down and write him a good strong letter. Attend 
the hearing Wednesday if possible. Altogether New 
Yorkers can put these bills over right!

day milked 62% lbs. on two milkings. 
Now with hay and any crowding, it 
would not be right to milk her only 
twice a day. Also, have another 
three-year-old that freshened Febru- 
ary 17, that yesterday gave 76% Ibs. 
The world’s record three-year-old last 
year gave 91 ibs. Now while I am 
only milking these cows twice a day 
and not crowding them, I feel that 
the present time allowance of 45 
days from date of freshening for 
three or four milkings per day is 
about right and really a necessity 
with a good many heavy producers 
in order to keep from breaking down 
their udders. I find that after the 
forty-five days, when the cake and 
swelling is all out of their udders, 
they can carry from 80 to 90 Ibs. milk 
a day on two milkings and not injure 
them but don’t know how it would 
work to crowd a cow from the start 
with 80 or 90 lbs. milk. 

If there is a feeling that forty-five 
days is too long and liable to give 
some a handicap, I would favor cut- 
ting the time limit down to 30 days 
from date of freshening, which would 
really mean only about twenty-five 
days of milking three-or four times a 
day and permit of making a 7-day 
record and also help to eliminate the 
strain on the cow’s udder, as by that 
time practically all swelling and cake 
would be gone and she would be 
down to normal. From my past ex- 
perience in this division, I would not 
favor eliminating the short period at 
the start allowing three or four milk- 
ings a day.

IDAHO UNIVERSITY RECORDS 
FOR 1923 

In summarizing the records made 
by the cows in our Holstein herd 
during 1923, writes F. W. Atkeson, 
head of the department of Dairy 
Husbandry at the University of 
Idaho, I find we have broken three 
records out of seven for cows owned 
by state agricultural colleges and ten 
Idaho state records. The state rec- 
ords were divided as follows, four in 
the yearly division, three in the 
thirty-day division, and three in the 
seven-day division. Our entire milk- 


ing herd is on official test all the time 
regardless of whether an animal is 
milked two times a day or is being 
given test cow care. We do not as a 
rule crowd our two-year-olds for rec- 
ords as we prefer to grow them out 
the first year. The average of our en- 
tire herd both Holstein and Jersey 
during the past calendar year was 
504.10 pounds of butterfat. This is 
not the average of the records com- 
pleted but is the average of all the 
cows for all their producing days. 
Some of the cows completed records 
and were stripping several months. 
We feel this is a very creditable 
average. 


The list includes three 7-day rec- 
ords of 31 to 34.79 Ibs. and four 
yearly records of 1025 to 1259 Ibs. 
Among the number are a 1036-lb. sen- 
ior 3-year-old and a senior 4-year-old 
that milked over 30,000 lIbs., with 
1191 lbs. butter.

HOLSTEINS 6,000 YEARS OLD 


Secretary of State Breed Association 
Draws Remarkable Deductions from 
Work of Archeologists 


By C. L. HUGHES

An Associated Press dispatch dated 
Philadelphia, Pa., February 18, 1924, 
announces the discovery of the oldest 
building standing above ground, found 
by the joint expedition of the British 
Museum, London, and the University 
Museum, Philadelphia, at  Tellel- 
Obeid, Babylonia, four miles from Ur 
of the Chaldea of Biblical fame. 

This building is more than 6,000 
years old, therefore built 4,000 or 
more years B. C., at the time when 
Babylonia became the cradle of mod- 
ern Civilization. In his report describ- 
ing the building, Dr. C. Leonard Wool- 
ley, head of the joint expedition, says 
in part: 

“Of the frieze of cattle lying down 
we have now a dozen examples. 
Above was a frieze of a different sort. 
Figures in white shell or limestone 
were inlaid against a background of 
black tesserate, the whole inclosed in 
a copper frame. Of this we have a 
complete section in perfect condition. 
Some show bulls advancing in solemn 
procession. The most interesting, a 
panel four feet long, has on one side 
a milking scene, cows and their calves 
and men milking the cows into tall 
jars.” 

Thus does science fix the use of 
dairy products as part of civilized 
life throughout the 6,000 years of its 
greatest progress. Also the black and 
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white color scheme of the frieze re- 
ferred to assures us that Holstein 
cattle were the backbone of the dairy 
pusiness even in those days, and the 
fact that they were milked “into tall 
jars” indicates that they were big 
producers then as now. In addition 
to fixing the existence of black 
and white dairy cattle “milked into 
tall jars” at about the beginning of 
modern civilization, the report of this 
find also indicates that men were 
even then concerned with type along 
with production. Note the reference 
above to “some show bulls advancing 
in solemn procession.” 

In addition, Dr. Woolley says in de- 
scribing the building: “A broad 
flight of stone steps led to a platform 
about twenty feet high on the south 
corner of which stood the temple pro- 
per, its gate tower fronting on the 
stairway. Its facade was set back 
from the edge of the platform so as 
to leave a narrow step on which 


stood a row of statues of bulls scuilp- 


tured in the round.” 

From which we may assume that 
a true type committee was a factor 
in Babylonian civilization.—California 
Country Life.

TUBERCULOSIS SUMMARY FOR 
JANUARY 


The summary of Tuberculosis Erad- 
ication Work for the month of Janu- 
ary shows a total of 400,332 cattle 
tested in 33,900 herds, with 9,756 re- 
actors. These figures are slightly less 
than those for the month qf Decem- 
ber. The largest number ‘of tests 
were made in Iowa, there being 40,- 
532 cattle tested in 2,316 herds. Mli- 
nois just edged out Wisconsin for 
second place with 34,924 tests. Wis- 
consin now has 405,527 cattle in 30,- 
845 herds that have been tested once; 
Missouri is in second place with 397,- 
959 animals in 42,002 herds, while 
Michigan has 279,758 animals in 37,- 
973 herds. The total number of cattle 
tested once in the United States is 
now 3,812,859 animals in 438,284 
herds. There is now a total of 35,895 
fully accredited herds containing 758,- 
374 animals. Wisconsin leads in this 
respect with 96,386 animals in 4,375 
herds, while Minnesota and Iowa 
nearly tie for second place, each hav- 
ing over 74,000 animals. The total 
number of herds under supervision 
has now reached the 600,000 mark, 
there being 605,638 herds containing 
well over six million cattle. New 
York is now in the lead with 550,000 
animals in 23,749 herds, Wisconsin 
coming in a close second with 538,217 
animais in 37,900 herds. Missouri 
now has 440,444 head in 43,460 herds 
and Iowa has 427,055 animals in 22,- 
898 herds. The waiting list is only 
slightly increased over the figures for 
December. There are now 2,255,682 
animals in 219,702 herds on this list,

Accord- 
ing to the summarized report of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture for December, 1923, there were 
under Federal Supervision in Cali- 
fonia 2,152 herds cuntaining 121,847 
head of cattle. Of these, 1,984 herds 
containing 94,740 head have passed 
one free test while 22 nerds contain- 
ing 1,156 head are now fully accredit- 
ed. During December the tuberculin 
test was applied to 58 herds contain- 
ing 3,281 head of which number 53 
head or less than two per cent re- 
acted.
